a z First Subject: 


"Parsonality and Political Behavior" in more general 

terms. Dr. Jerry Post of OSI is the in-house ball- 

carrier. He suggests we invite Government people so 

the discussion can be free of policy-connected inhibitions.- 
He does suggest including Joe Sisco, President of American 
University, though. Others proposed are Ambassador Atherton, 
Hal Saunders; Bill Quandt (a first-class academic before he 
joined the NSC staff) and Dr. Steve Pieczenik of State. 

Bob Bowie thought this a promising topic; Sayre Stevens 
agrees.
